In the rush hours the company will 
operate a train schedule on the main line 
on a headway of five minutes.

The general supervi- 
sion of the construction of the new road 
will be under the direction of Vice Presi- 
dent Samuel Hunt, who had charges 
of large construction operations for the 
Missouri Pacific and other Western 
roads. The engineering staff will be 
posed of William A. Pratt, chief, 
William Barclay Parsons 
Bogert, consulting engineers. Corps ‘of 
Engineers are already on the field, per- 
fecting preiiminary surveys that were be- 
gun last year. 

The main line of the New York, West- 
chester and Boston from One Hundred 
and Thirty-eighth Street and Third Ave- 
nue to Port Chester, will consist of 22.20 
miles. The branch line trom Pelham to 
White Plains will be 10.57, and the other 
branch to Classon’s Point and Throgg's 
Neck 6.06 miles, making a total track 
mileage of 117 miles.

Accused of Robbing His Father—Boy 
- and Chum Are Penniless.

NEW ORLEANS, La. Feb. 20.— 


Charles Wilber Upton, son of Dr. W. H. 
Upton of 1,994 Lexington Avenue, New 
York, and Joseph Scanlon, son of John 
J. Scanlon of 2,021 Lexington Avenue, 


New York, are in New Orleans penniless 
and anxious to return home. 

Upton on Feb. 6 took $350 belonging to 
his father, a New York physician, and the 
next day he and his chum _ from New 
York to Washington, D. Armed with 
revolvers, they started ein to be bad men. 
They arrived in New Orleans a week ago 
with $270 and registered at the Grune- 

wald Hotel. Their bank roll shrank, and 
two days ago Messrs. ‘‘ Meeker” and 
“McLaughlin,” under which names they 
had registered, departed to the Oak Hotel, 
where they stopped until yesterday morn- 
ing, when the last of the $350 was gone. 

Yesterday afternoon the two boys called 
on Inspector of Police Journee and told 
him the story of their ambitions and 
travels. They showed the Inspector a 
number of paper-covered dime novels, In- 
spector Journee turned them over to Su- 
perintendent Agnew of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children. Dur- 
ing their talk young Upton told of the 
theft of the money. Young Scanlon says 
he just went with Upton because the lat- 
ter wanted a “ pal.” 


About two weeks ago Dr. W. H. Upton, 
a well-known uptown physician, who re- 
sides at 1,994 Lexington Avenue and has 
his office there, complained to the police 
that he had been drugged and robbed by 
his son Charles, a lad of sixteen. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Upton, he was feeling 
badly on the night of the crime and 
asked Charles to sleep with him.

BOSTON, Feb. 21.—Fire started at 1:30 


this morning on Pier 4 at Hoosac Tunnel 
Wharves, Water Street, Charlestown dis- 


| trict. The flames spread with surprising 


rapidity, menacing the elevator and the 
shipping tied up in the vicinity. 
The Furness-Leyland Line steamer Phil- 


jumped overboard and several have been

| generally are light. 


Nearly half the wounded were af- 
frostbite, in most cases 
Slightly.

The 
wrecked train, known as No, 40, running 
at sixty miles an hour, left the rails and 
all four cars—three day coaches and the 
Tuxedo Club car—plunged down a twenty- 
foot embankment. 

The only person killed was Miss Grace 
Mathews, nineteen years old. Her mother 
is a housekeeper at Tuxedo, and the girl 
lived with her aunt, Mrs. Hartwell, at| 
Suffern. She had lately graduated from a | 
typewriting school, and, as had been her 
custom for some weeks, she came up on | 
the ill-fated train to seek work in New 
York. Usuaily, her aunt said, the young 
girl had plenty of time; but to-day she 
was late. First she decided that she | 
would wait for the next train, but changed 
her mind, and, hurrying through with her 
breakfast, ran down the street to the sta- 
tion. The conductor saw her running 
block away, and, contrary to all prece- 
dent, he held the train for nearly a min- 
ute until the girl, nearly exhausted, got 
on board.

The bill 
also provides that the prevailing rate of | 
wages must be paid. Any place where | 
work must be done iw places wherein the 
temperature is greater than 100 degrees or 
below 60 is to be deemed “ extra hazard- | 
ous.”’ 

On behalf 'of Superintendent Maxwell 
of the public school system of New York 
City, Assemblyman Hartman to-night in- 
troduced a bill prohibiting married wo- 
men from teaching school in New York. 

In the bill, widowed and divorced women 
are considered single, and exceptions are

RELIGIOUS CLAUSE IN BILL. 


Sectarian Schools Under It Can Have 
No Share of Indian Funds. 
. WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—The Indian 
Appropriation bill, as agreed on by the 
Committee on Indian Affairs and re- 
ported to the Senate to-day, contains the 
following amendment offered by Senator 
Bard of California: : 

“That no portion of the funds appro- 
priated by this act, nor the principal nor 
the interest of any Indian trust or tribal 
funds held by the United States for the 
benefit of any Indian tribe, shall be avail- 
able nor be expended for the support of 
any sectarian or denominational school."’ 

Among other amendments are the fol- 
lowing: 

Authorizing the President in his dis- 
cretion, from time to time, to designate | 
such indian trive or tribes whose mem- |} 
bers he may deem to be sufficiently ad- 
vanced in civilization, to be prepared to 
receive and manage their individual 
shares of the tribal funds then or there- 
after on deposit in the Treasury of the 
United States to the credit of such tribe 
or tribes, and thereupon he shall cause 
the money held in trust for such tribe or 
tribes in the Treasury to be allotted in 
severalty to the members thereof.”’

prices fot beef, or rather, higher prices, 
for high prices we have already, may in- 
spire some serious reflection upon the 
methods that still prevail in the range 
country, and so lead to the action which 
frequent rehearsal of the sufferings to 
which the cattle are every Winter sub- 
jected has not yet prompted. When an 
Eastern farmer starves a cow or two to 
death, assorted officials.get after him in 
short order, and not only is he held up to 
execration by the newspapers all through 
his own State and several others, but he 
is lucky if he escapes imprisonment by the 
payment of a heavy fine. And yet the 
reports of wholesale slaughter out West 
are worded with the sorrowful calmness 
that marks a story about the destruction 
of a village by a tornado. They contain 
no hint that anybody was to blame, none 
that the, infliction of death in its. most 
agonizing and protracted form upon 
thousands and thousands of cattle was 
anything except ‘‘an act of Providence.” 
Of course it was nothing of the sort. It 
is perfectly well known at the beginning 
of every Winter that a good many of the 
| range cattle will die of cold and starva- 
tion before Spring. When the Winter! 
is of only average severity the losses thus | 
lincurred are considerably less than would | 
be the expenditures necessary to give the 
cattle the protection and food they are 
sure to need after every storm. There- 
fore the cattlemen deliberately take! 
jchancés. If they are lucky their cruelty 
is profitable; if unlucky, it costs them a 
lot of money, most of which an obliging 
public pays back in a year or two. The 
remedy? It is perfectly simple. Make 
the Western cattle raisers responsible 
exactly as are those of the East for the 
decent treatment of their helpless charges. 
“Cruelty to animals" is as much of a 
crime in Texas or Wyoming as it is in 
Massachusetts or New York—is, that is, 
if there are any crimes except those de- 
fined by statute.

Admitting all the manager 
claims, there remain several interesting 
questions in need of answer. Is his suc- 
cess moral as well as financial? That is, 
are his patrons obviously and measurably 
better men than,they would have been 
if they had continued to seek refreshment 
at the old places, and are his methods of 
conducting a saloon inspiring the sincere 
flattery of imitation among his remaining 
competitors? These inquiries are not hos- 
tile—not the expression of doubts, They 
are simply appeals for information a little 
more enlightening and conclusive than is 
the mere announcement that the saloons 
near the Subway Tavern number three 
less than in the past.

May Recover Money Paid as Tax on 
A. G. Vanderbilt’s Inheritance. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—In an opin- 
ion by Justice White the Supreme Court 
of the United States to-day decided that 
William K. Vanderbilt may recover money 
paid into the Treasury of the United 
States as an inheritance tax under the 
War Revenue act of 1898 by him as ex- 
ecutor for Alfred G. Vanderbilt.

PUPILS TO 540,000 


Edward M. Shepard Traces Develop- 
ment — State Head Praises Max- 
well—The City’s Problem. 


.The one hundredth anniversary of the 
inauguration of the movement for free 
schools in this city was observed in every 
public school under the JUurisdiction of the 
Board of Education yesterday, culminat- 
ing with exercises last evening in Car- 
négie Hall. More than 600 scholars from 
the Normal] College, training schools, and 
the High Schools of New York partici- 
pated, 

The entire stage at Carnegie Hall, ex- 
cept two rows of chairs which were occu- 
paid by members of the Board of Educa- 
tion and invited guests, was given over 
to a chorus of 500 voices. The orchestra 
as well. was recruited from the schools. 
The back of the stage and the boxes 
were draped ‘with National colors. The 
hall was crowded upstairs and down. 

The programme was opened by the sing- 
ing of ‘‘America.”” The Right Rev. 
David H. Greer, D. D.,. Coadjutor Bishop 
of New York, offered prayer. After sing- 
ing ‘The Red, Whijte and Blue” Henry 
N. Tifft, President of the Board of Edu-| 
cation, delivered the introductory address. 
On Feb. 19, 1805, he said, there was held | 
at the house of John Murray, Jr., 335 | 


Pearl Street, a meeting of citizens ‘which 
resulted in the formation of the Free | 
School Society. 

Funds were raised by popular subscrip- 
tion, and the first school was opened on | 
May 1%, 1806, with forty pupils.. The so- | 
ciety handled public school moneys for | 
more than forty. years. In 1853 it was 
united with the Board of Education, 
which had been established about ten 
years earlier. The Brooklyn, Board of 
lunducation was organized in 1848. Five | 
hundred pupils attended the school during | 
its first year. The average monthly reg- | 
istration for 1904 was 540,389. 

i:dward M. Shepard, reviewing the his- 
tory of public schools in New York, men- 
tioned the opening of night schools in 
1847. In 1854 music was first taught. | 
Corporal punishment was abolished in| 
1870. Free lectures were launched in | 
1888, kindergartens in 1893. Playgrounds | 
and recreation grounds followed. 

“No longer are public schools for the 
children of the poor, as they were 100 
years. ago,”’ he said, ‘‘ but for the chil- 
dren of all the people, rich and poor. 

‘“*T trust that the time is now near at} 
hand when, instead of building a new |
